of lands iu Monrovia, from the fact stated 
an the Herald, that live hundred dollars 
Jiave been paid for town lots containing a 
quarter of an acre—aud further, that that 
sum will not purchase lots of similar size, 
in some parts of tbe city. 


President Roberts left Monrovia on the 


1st of March, with 200 armed men, under 
Oen. Lewis, for Little Cape Mount, to ar- 
rest Boombo, a chief, who has for a long 
time been carrying 011 a predatory war in 
that territory. It appears that Boombo, not 
satisfied in layiug waste, with fire and 
sword, the towns aud little villages in the
